FABOATARIAN  TYRANNY  IN  SCOTLAND. 

The  Directors  of  the  Edinburgh  and  Glasgow 
Railway  have  decided  that  no  trains  are  henceforth 
to  run  on  that  line  on  Sunday.  If  there  were  no 
other  communication  between  the  City  and  Rother- 
hithc  than  the  Tunnel,  and  some  person  having 
authority  should  decide  that  the  lamps  should  Lj  ex¬ 
tinguished,  and  the  protection  of  the  police  removed 
from  that  passage  during  Sundays,  the  offence 
against  the  public  would  be  the  same.  If  the  person 
wno  did  so  were  a  Jew,  making  Saturday  his  day 
of  exclusion,  the  offence  would  be  modified  by  the 
circumstance  that  the  perpetrator  really  believed 
that  he  was  obeying  the  express  eomnands  of  the 
3>eity.  Our  readers  will  pronounce  this  event  a 
melancholy  instance  of  Scottish  fanaticism,  but  it  is 
right  to  let  them  know  that  some  English  gentlemen 
have  licen  accessory  to  it.  Chiefly  at  the  instance 
of  the  English  portion  of  the  Directors,  a  change  was 
lately  effected  in  the  directory.  The  Sabliatarian 
party,  who  were  formerly  the  minority  among  the 
Scottish  part  of  the  Directors,  have  by  this  movement 
l)cen  made  the  majority.  It  was  undoubtedly  be¬ 
lieved  by  their  constituents,  that  the  question  of 
Sunday  trains  was  one  with  which  they  would  not 
meddle,  because,  at  meetings  of  the  shareholders, 
rcsoluticmsfor  running  trains  on  Sunday  were  carried  j 
by  overwhelming  majorities.  In  the  face  of  these  j 
declarations,  immediately  after  their  election  the  j 
Scottish  Directors  aljolished  the  Sunday  trains,  the

praise.  Thus  we  have  Lord  Chatham  described  as  *  a  man 
purely  and  perfectly  bad,*  and  then  depicted  as  having 
‘arrived  at  that  moment  at  which  he  might  see  himself 
within  reach  of  the  great  object,  to  which  all  the  artifices, 
llio  intrigues,  the  hx  p^risv,  and  the  impudence  of  his 
pnst  life  were  directed.’  Then,  after  an  account  of  his 
conduct,  we  have :  ‘  The^  are  but  a  few  of  the  pernicious 
practices  by  which  a  traitor  may  be  known,  by  which  a 
free  people  may  be  enslaved.  But  the  masterpiece  of  his 
treacherj’,  and  the  surest  of  answering  all  his  purposes, 
would  be,  if  possible,  to  foment  such  discord  between  the  ! 
mother  country  and  her  colonics  as  may  leave  them  both  j 
•u  easier  prey  to  his  own  dark  machinations.  With  this 
patriotic  view,  he  will  be  ready  to  declare  himself  the 
mtron  of  sedition,  and  a  zealous  advocate  for  rebellion.* 
Then,  again,  w’c  have  him  portrayed  as  'so  black  a  viU 
lain;’  and  a  comfortable  reflection  at  the  close,  that 
although  we  have  ‘  no  Tarpeian  rock,’  ‘yet  we  have  im¬ 
peachments;  and  a  gibbet  is  not  too  honourable  a  situa¬ 
tion  for  the  carcass  of  a  traitor.*  Such  was  the  style  of 
the  libeller  before  he  had  learnt  to  point  his  arrows;  such 
was  his  respect  for  public  services,  and  an  honourable  old 
age.  Presently  more  pains  were  taken ;  the  style  liecame 
less  inflated,  and  the  matter  less  absurd ;  the  author  took 
the  name  of  Junius,  and  suddenly  attracted  general  no¬ 
tice. 

“  I  need  hardly  vindicate  the  Duke  of  Bedford  from  the 
attacks  of  Junius.  Lord  Brougham,  in  his '  Statesmen  of 
the  Reign  of  George  the  Third,’  has  amply  proved  the 
baselessness  of  his  calumnies.  But  the  whole  fabric  de¬ 
serves  to  be  pointed  out  as  a  specimen  of  the  taste  and 
temper  of  those  days.  Let  it  Tie  first  observed,  that  the 
favourite  topics  of  this  writer  were  those  from  which  a 
roan  of  generous  or  even  moderately  good  feelings  would 
have  shrunk.  If  he  writes  to  George  the  Third,  he  bit¬ 
terly  reproaches  him  with  the  supposed  dishonour  of  his 
mother.  If  lie  addresses  the  Duke  of  Grafton,  he  reminds 
him  jestingly  of  the  infidelity  of  his  wife.  If  he  chooses 
the  Duke  of  Bedford  for  his  butt,  he  brings  to  mind  the 
sudden  death  of  his  only  Aon,  and  calls  public  attention  to 
the  measure  and  mode  of  his  private  grief.  To  any  writer 
moved  solely  by  regard  for  his  couiitr}',  these  topics  would 
have  been  alien  or  distasteful.  But  it  seems  to  have  been 
the  delight  of  this  libeller  to  harrow  the  souls  of  those 


**  It  must  be  acknowledged,  however,  that  Junius  was  I 
a  roost  accomplished  libeller.  Although  he  was  uo  law- 1 
ver,  and  had  but  a  smattering  of  constitutional  know¬ 
ledge,  his  statements  on  legal  and  constitutional  questions 
are  clear  and  plausible,  his  periods  coucise  and  harmoni¬ 
ous ;  his  epigram  pointed,  and  his  sarcasm  exquisitely 
polished.

welcoming  scorn  and  mockery  that  he  might  admire 
the  Lady  Macbeth  of  “incomparable  Mrs  Yates,” 
and  avoiding  faces  of  reproach  and  derision  among

It  seems  to  us  full  of  a  boauty  very  rare  in 
compositions  of  this  kind.  There  is  no  violent  effort 
There  is  no  convulsive  strain.  The  pathos  is  manly, 
direct,  and  simple. 

“  Sir, — it  is  with  many  conflicting  feelings  that  I  now  a  d 
dress  you,  and  I  can  scarcely  hope  that  you  will  condescend 
to  peruse  a  letter  from  a  condemned  felon  like  me.  Justiet 
has  been  your  plea, — yNifiW  also  actuates  me.  I  acknow¬ 
ledge  that  I  have  sinued  against  my  God,  my  country,  and 
yourself,  in  committing  one  of  .the’erimes  for  which  I  am 
about  to  suffer,  for  the  robbery  was  planned  by  me ;  of  intent 
to  murder  I  am  as  innocent  as  the  child  uuMm.  But,  sir, 
I  am  not  the  only  guilty  one — it  is  to  vour  sin  that  I  owo 
my  existcuce ;  ami  from  this  venial  offence  of  yours,  which 
has  long  since  been  forgotten  by  voursolf  and  by  the  world, 
have  sprung  all  the  crimes  I  ever  have  comraittM. 

“  At  the  period  of  your  marriage  you  |tarted  from  my 
mother,  believing  that  you  amply  com{>ensatcd  for  all  her 
wrongs  by  the  gift  of  one  hundred  iKuinds,  exacting  from 
her  a  solemn  promise  that  yon  shonitl  never  hear  {from  her 
again, — a  promise  which,  as  yon  well  know*,  she  never  vio- 
late*!,  nor  did  she  reveal  your  name  to  me  until  she  was  up- 
ou  her  doath'bod.

But  his  memory  may  now  be  at  rest.  Ilis  distin¬ 
guished  descendant  has  worthily  and  nobly  cleared 
it,  of  at  least  all  baser  matters  of  reproach  ;  and 
closes  his  labours  with  this  elegant  tribute  of  con¬ 
trast  to  Lord  Chesterfleld  : 

“  Warm  and  eager  in  his  disposition,  of  a  social  and 
cheerful  temper,  he  devoted  himself  with  ardour  to  politi¬ 
cal  affairs,  cnioved  with  keen  delight  the  playhouse,  or 
the  opera,  and  tiien  turned  with  eaual  animation  to  see 
his  oats  carried,  or  join  in  a  game  of  cricket.  He  was  in 
many  respects  a  great  contrast  to  the  Karl  of  Ches^rfleld. 
That  accomplished  and  w’itty  person  was  often  right  in 
his  political  views,  and  always  imunted  in  the  expression 
of  his  opinions.  The  Duke  or  Bedford  was  sometimes 
very  right,  and  sometimes  exceedingly  wrong,  but  his 
study  of  the  subject  was  always  better  than  the  language 
of  his  speeches.  Lord  Chesterfield  endeavoured  to  imi- 
tote  the  profligacy,  the  levity,  the  neglect  of  moral  duties 
of  the  French  nobility.  The  Duke  of  Bedford  liked  a 
I  jolly  companion,  and  an  athletic  game,  but  was  deeply  at- 


who  were  prominent  in  public  life ;  and  w’hile  he  had  not  1 
courage  to  fight  with  a  sword  in  the  open  daylight,  he  ] 
had  too  much  malignity  to  refrain  from  the  use  of  the 
dagger,  covered  by  a  mask,  and  protected  by  the  obscurity  ^ 
of  the  night.  Nor  can  any  excuse  be  found  foj  this  writer  ' 
in  the  warmth  of  his  ardour  for  public  liberty.  His  zeal 
on  that  subject  was  wonderfully  tempered  by  discretion.  ' 
Be  viewed  favourably  the  taxation  of  America,  and  ' 
dreaded  as  excessive  innovation  the  disfranchisement  of 
Gatton  and  Old  Sarnm.  A  false  accusation  gratified  his 
rancour;  the  improvement  of  the  constitution  alarmed  his  . 
caution. 

“  The  habit  of  anonymous  writing  is  opt  to  produce  an 
alisurd  exaggeration  in  the  language  used  towards  stntes- 
mon.  The  writer  con,  on  the  one  hand,  tlerive  no  weight 
from  his  reputation  for  integrity  or  for  knowledge;  an 
attack  without  a  name  may  be  written  by  the  most  worth¬ 
less  and  ignorant,  ns  well  os  by  the  honestest  and  most 
learned  of  men.  On  the  other  hand,  he  feels  none  of  that 
caution  which  arises  from  the  consciousness,  that  while 
he  tires  his  rifle,  he  is  exposing  his  own  person  to  his 
enemy.  It  is  for  those  two  reasons  that  w*  generally  find 
anonyinouM  writers  so  much  more  abusive  than  men  who 
speak  or  write  in  their  own  names.  Tlie  flaunting  colours 
of  the  daub  attract  the  eye  of  the  vulgar;  while  the 
just  liarmony  of  a  good  portrait  is  valued  only  by  those 
who  love  a  true  likeness.” 

There  is  much  truth  in  that ;  and  however  widely 
on  some  points  our  estimate  of  Junius’s  talents  and 
motives  may  difter  from  Lord  John  Russell’s,  we 
have  never  doubted  the  cruel  falsehood  and  wicked¬ 
ness  of  his  imputations  in  this  particular  case.  Com¬ 
pared  with  the  innocent  entries  of  the  Duke’s  journal, 
here  authentically  re-f  ublished,  the  violence  of  the 
libeller  should  now,  indeed,  chiefly  provoke  a  smile. 
Lord  John  Russell  condescends  to  afford  them  this 
serious  and  sufficient  answer  : 

“  Such  false  dr.iwing  os  that  of  Junius*  does  much  to 
corrupt  the  public  judgment.  It  is  of  the  utmost  im¬ 
portance  that  a  nation  siiould  have  a  correct  standard  by  • 
winch  to  weigh  the  character  of  its  rulers.

—still  more,  if  purity  of  conduct  is  made  the  theme  of 
invective,  as  much  as  notorious  dishonesty,  the  good  ere 
discouraged,  the  bail  are  comforted,  and  the  indolent  opi¬ 
nion  of  the  idle  multitude  confounds  in  one  sweeping  con¬ 
demnation  the  most  unblemished  of  patriots  with  the 
most  greedy  of  demagogues  and  the  most  corrupt  of  cour¬ 
tiers. 

“  The  special  accusations  against  the  Duke  of  Betlford 
may  be  smm  disposed  of.  Indeed  they  almost  vanish  when  j 
they  are  pressed  into  substance.  For  instance,  that  the 
duke  liad  been  beaten  ou  a  race-course.  The  fact  was, 
that  he  had  been  assaulted  by  some  Jacobite  rioters,  in 
the  Jacobite  county  of  Stafford,  two  years  after  tlie  rebel¬ 
lion.  Or,  that  he  had  been  paid  for  the  peace  of  Paris 
The  proof  of  this  baseless  fiction  was,  that  the  Duke  of 
Marllmrongh  had  refund  a  bribe  from  Torcy  during  the 
Succession  War !  Or,  thirdly,  that  he  had  shown  less  grief 
than  he  should  have  done  for  the  death  of  his  son.  But 
wlio  can  sound  the  depths  of  a  private  sorrow  ?

aristocracy  from  a  flood  which  swept  over  half  of  Europe, 
laying  prostrate  the  highest  of  her  palaces,  and  scattering 
the  ashes  of  the  most  sacred  of  hor  monuments.’'

An  interesting  inquiry,  under  a  commission  (fc  Intuilito 
in^uirendo,  took  place  on  Thursday  before  Mr  Commissioner

Hornsey.  The  alleged  lunatic,  who  was  named  Thomas 
Teague,  has  for  iiiany  years  past  carried  on  the  business  of  a 
plumber  and  glazier,  in  a  considerable  way,  at  Birmingham. 
His  history',  and  tho  muse  of  his  insanity,  as  detailed  in  tho 
speech  of  Mr  Rupert  Kettle,  of  the  Oxford  circuit,  who  ap. 
peared  as  council  for  the  commission,  were  curious.  Teague 
w'as  a  native  of  Wales,  of  humble  parentage.  At  an  early 
age  he  went  to  Birmingham,  whero  ho  worked  iu  the  slioii 
of  a  painter.  Having  saved  a  little  money,  and  taken  ad¬ 
vantage  of  the  favourable  accidents  of  life,  he  commenced 
business  on  his  ow’ii  occounty  and  by  great  industry,  real, 
and  perseverance,  amassed  considenible  property.  In  tho 
course  of  time  he  purcha.se<l  land,  and  built  houses  in  and 
about  Birmingham,  and  also  became  a  landed  proprietor  in 
his  native  county.  This  prosperity,  however,  proved  too 
exciting  for  a  mind  not  naturally  powerful.  Two  or  three 
years  ago  ho  exhibited  symptoms  of  insanity,  which,  in  tlw 
month  of  July  lost,  during  a  busiucks  visit  to  Loudon,  de- 
velo|^d  itself  m  a  fomi  too  clear  to  admit  of  doubt,  fhe  w- 
culii^ity  of  the  case,  however,  was  that  no  one  knew  who 
were  the  laiiatie’s  relations.  No  one  who  had  known  him 
had  ever  met  with  any  one  w’ith  whom  ho  claimed  acijuamt- 
ance,  or  had  heard  him  speak  of  relatives,  save  once,  when 
he  accidently  dropped  that  a  sister  of  his  had  gone  to  .Ame¬ 
rica  in  early  life,  and  hivd  never  since  b^n  heard  of.  under 
these  singular  circumstances,  great  difiiculty  was  felt  as  to 
tlio  boat  course  to  be  pursued.

BAIL  COURT. — Tuesday. 

The  Queen  v.  Dunn. — Mr  Duun  said,  that  in  this  case 
he  had  to  move  to  change  the  venue  from  the  city  of  Lon¬ 
don  to  the  county  of  Middlesex.  The  affidavit  upon  which 
he  moved  stated  all  the  usual  facts  excepting  this,  that  he 
had  not  been  able  to  state  tliat  ho  could  not  have  a  fair  trial 
in  Loudon,  because  he  believed  he  could  have  it,  but  he 
would  prefer  being  tried  in  this  county.
